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PREAMBLE. 

Whereas, at the Annual Session of the [Parent] Grand 
Lodge of North America,* held at Ithaca, [New York State,] 
in December, 1853, it was deemed advisable that upou the 
institution of five or more Grand Lodges of the I. O. G. T., 
measures should be taken to organize a National Lodge,* 
and at the session of said Grand Lodge held at Corning, 
[New York State,] in December, 1854, the proper number 
of Grand Lodges having been instituted, provision was 
made for the organization of a supreme head of the Order; 
and believing that the cause of temperance and the interest 
of the Order will be advanced by organizing §uch an insti- 
tution as shall unite under one general head the various 
organizations of this Order, we, the Representatiyes, in 
Convention assembled, do ordain and make the following 
form of Constitution, By-Laws, and Rules of Order, for the 
government of this Grand Lodge. 



* By resolution of R. W. G. L., 1871, it was decided, that seeing the Order 
was now international, the words *'of North America " should be struck 
out wherever they occur as part of the designation of the supreme body— 
the R. W. G. Lodge of the Order. 
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GOOD TEMPLARS' PLATFORM. 

I. 

Total abstinence from all intoxicating liquors as a beverage. 

II. 
No license in any form, umler any circumstances, for the sale of liquor's 
to be used as a beverage. 

III. 
The absolute prohibition of the manufacture, Importation and sale of 
intoxicating liquors for such purposes; prohibition by the will of the peo- 
ple, expressed In due form of law, with the penalties deserved for a crime 
of such enormity. 

IV. 
The creation of a healthy public opinion upon^he subject by the active 
dissemination of truth in all the modes known to enlightened philanthropy. 

V, 

The election of good, honest men to administer the laws. 
VI. 

Persistence in efforts to save individuals and communities from so 
dreadful a scourge, against all forms of opposition and difficulties, until 
our success Is complete and universal. 

VII. 

That admission to membership in the Order goes on the idea of privilege, 
and not right, rights not attaching until after admission. 

VIII. 

That all mankind are equally prlvil^ed to apply for membership in 
the Order, and all may be admitted who can pass the ballot in Subordinate 
Lodges, and the chartering power of Grand Lodges, and ofilv those. 

IX. 

That the questions of race, language or nationality have nothing to do 
with membership in our Order, there being in the fundamental principles 
underlying the Order no discrimination for or against the one or the other, 
all standing alike in matters of privilege, outside or inside the Order.

ARTICLE I. 

NAME— JURISDICTION— POWERS. 

Section 1. This Lodge shall be known by the name, 
style and title of the Right Worthy Grand Lodge of the 
Independent Order of Good Templars. 

Section 2. It is the souree of the true and legitimate 
Order of Good Tetnplars, and possesses original jurisdic- 
tion and authority over the whole Order. 

Section 8. By virtue of Charters granted by it all Wor- 
thy Grand Lodges, all Grand Lodges not chartered by 
Worthy Grand Lodges, and all Subordinate Lodges not 
chartered by Grand Lodges, exist, and with it rests the 
power, by a majority of two-thiids of the votes cast, to de. 
prive aijy^WorAy Grand 'Lodge, or any'Grand or Subordi- 
nate Lodge worRing under its immediate jurisdiction, of 
its Charter and annul its authority : provided^ that such de- 
privation or aRnulment shall only be made for violation of 
the laws of this R. W. G. Lodge. 

Section 4. No Worthy Grand Lodge shall be chartered 
in any empire, kingdom, or country, excei>t upon the peti- 
tion of four-fifths of the Grand Lodges in such empLi^, 
kingdom, or country, but no such charter shall be granted 
in any empire, kingdom, or country, containing less than 
five Grand Lodees. 

Section 5. Upon the petition of any Grand Lodge in a 
locality where no W. G. Lodge exists, the R. W. G. Lodge, by 
a two-thirds vote, may place such G. L. under the jurisdic- 
tion of any W. G. Lodffe named by such petitioning Lodge, 
or, upon the petition of three or more Gi*and Lodges in ad*

jacent empires, kingdoms, or countries, the R. W. G. Lodge, 
by a two-thirds vote, may grant them a charter as a W. G. L. 

Section 6. No more than one Grand or Worthy Grand 
Lodge shall be chartered in apy empire, kingdom, state, or 
country; except that after the assent obtained or upon peti- 
tion of such existing Grand or Worthy Grand Lodge, char- 
ters for one or more Grand or Worthy Grand Lodges may 
be granted, covering the whole or any part of the territory 
occuJ)ied by the existing' Gcanil ^ Wprtliy KJranfl JiOdge. 

jSisction 7. Or except when'a Grand'o^ W. Gtnuid^: Lodge 
eitlier refuses or neglects to admit into the Order any por- 
tion of the population under -its jurisdiction, and also re- 
fuses its consent for this R. ^\ . G. Lodge to admit such popu- 
lation ; that then, in such circumstances, the R. W. G. Lodge 
shall have the right, without the consent of such Grand or 
Worthy Grand Lodge, to admit into the Order such popu- 
lation, by organizing separate Subordinate, Grand and 
Worthy Grand Lodges, composed of such parts of the pop- 
ulation within such jurisdiction immediately after the 
next ensuing session of such Grand or Worthy Grand Lodge, 
after notice of such intended action by this K. W. G. Lodge 
or its Executive : provided, Jwwever, that where differences of 
language or race exist, a Worthy Grand Lodge Charter may 
be granted, on the application of any three or more Grand 
Lodges [or the Executives thereof] composed entirely or 
mainly of any one distinctive race or language ; and the 
application for said charter may be made to the R. W. G. 
Lodge direct, or to the Executive Committee. 

Sections. All Subordinate, Grand and Worthy Grand 
Lodges, working under charters granted by this Ri^ht 
Worthy Grand Lodge are supreme for all local legislation 
and appellate jurisdiction within their respective limits, 
except as hereinafter provided. 

Section 9. Appeals to this R. W. G. Lodge or to the R. 
W. G. Templar, shall only be taken from Worthy Grand 
Lodges, and from Grand and Subordinate Lodges working 
under its immediate jurisdiction : provided, that with the 
consent of the Worthy Grand Lodge having jurisdiction, a 
Grand Lodge may appeal direct to this R. W. G. Lodge or 
to the R. W. G. Templar. 

Section 10. To this Right Worthy Grand Lodge belongs 
the power to regulate and control the ritualistic and unwrit- 
ten work of the Order, and to fix and determine the customs

and usages in regard to all things which appertain thereto: 
provided^ the unwritten work of the Order shall in 'no wise 
be altered or amended except with the concurrence of four- 
fifths of the members present at a regular session. 

Section 11. To this W. G. Lodge is reserved the right to 
establish the Independent Order of Good Templars in all* 
countries where the same has not already been established. 

Section 12. To this R. W. G. Lodge is retained the im- 
mediate juriisdiction over all Grand Lodges in such coun- 
tries as are without Worthy Grand Lodges, and of' all Sub- 
ordinate Lodges in such countries as are without Grand 
Lodges. 

ARTICLE IL 

membership. 
Section 1. This Right Worthy Grand Lodge sh air be 
composed of its Officers and Representatives, and' Past 
Officers and Past Representatives from the several Worthy 
Grand and Grand Lodges, as provided in Section 2, Article 
10, of this Constitution. 

ARTICLE III. 

OFFICEBS. 

Section 1. The elective officers of this R. W. G. Lodge 
shall be R. W. G. Templar, R. W. G. Counselor, R. W. G. 
Vice Templar, R. W. G. Secretar};, R. W. G. Treasurer, and 
a Chief Superintendent of Juvenile Templars, who shall be 
elected by ballot by a majority of the votes cast at each reg- 
"ular session of this R. W. G. Lodge. The above mentioned 
officers, with the Junior P. R. W. G. Templar shall constitute 
an Executive Committee. 

Section 2. The appointed officers of this R. W. G. Lodges 
shall be Right Worthy Grand Chaplain, Right Worthv Grand 
Marshal, Right Worthv Grand Deputy Marshal, R. W. G. 
Inside Guard, and R. W. G. Outside Guard,, who shall be 
nominated by the R. W. G. Templar and if approved by the 
R. W. G. Lodge, they shall be installed into their respective 
offices, with the elective officers as soon aa convenient after 
their election and appointment. 

Section 3. Should any of the officers fail to appear to be 
installed at the time provided, the particular office or offices 
shall be declared vacant, and the R. W.G.Lodge shall proceed

AH memhers shall be permitted to take part 
ia the proceedings and d^bilt^ of this R. W. G. Ledge, and 
shairbe eligible to office, M^ahall hiive the right to vote on 
lUl questions,' except \tbe, election of officees« and .when Hie 
yeas and'nays are cdlfed, on whicn occasions Represenlathree 
only vote— any RepresentatiTe, in the absence of his col- 
legues, in either case^being allowed to cast the whole of the 
votes to which his W. Grand Mr Grand Lodge is entitled :

ARTICLE IV. 

DUTIES OP RIGHT W;OBTHY GRAND TEMPLAR. 

Section 1. The R. W. G. Templar shall preside at all 
meetings of the R. W. G. Lodge, preserve order, and enforce 
the laws thereof. He shall have the casting vote whenever 
the Lodge shall bo equally divided, other than upon a ballot 
fbr officers, but shall not vote on any other occasion. He 
shall appoint all committees not required to be raised by 
ballot, and all District or Special Deputy R. W. G. Templars, 
for localities whete^thereisno Grandor Wtifthy Grand 
Lodge. 

Section 2. During the recess of thisR. W. G. Lodge he 
idiall, id cooperalibii with the Executive Committee, have 
a general superintendence of Uie interests of the Orcter. 
He may hear apd decide such appeals on constitutional 
questions as may be submitted to him, by the several 
Worthy Grand Lodges, or by Grand or Subordinate Lodges 
under the immediate Jurisdiction of the R. W. G. Lodge, ue 
may hear and decide such questions c^er than questions 
arising out of the constitution of Worthy Grand, Grand and 
Subordinate Lodges, as may be submitiisd to him ; and his 
decision in all appeals and questions so submitted to him, 
shall be binding on the Lodges or persons submitting the

sfine, until reversed by tliijt K. W. G. Lodge. He is empow- 
ered to receiye petitions, and with the consent of the£xec- 
utive Committee, ^ant charters for the opening of Worthy 
Grand, Grand or Sabordinate Lodges, and all charters so 
granted by him, shall be in force until recalled by the R. W. 
G. Lodge: provided^ that in all cases,, Where a two-thirds 
vote of this R. W.G. Lodge, when in session, is required to 
grant a charter for a WortUy Grand Lodge; theR. WiG. Tem- 
plar shall not grant a charier except with the unanimous 
consent of the Executive Committee. 

At every regular session of this R* W. G.Lodge he shall 
make a r^ort In writing of his acts and doings, including 
all his official decisions during the recess, in r^ation to the 
official busioMS transacted by him, with such general in^ 
formation and suggestions as he shall deem important and 
useful. 

Ho shall pres«rre and keep the evidence of the unwritten 
work of the Order, and such alterations as may from time 
to time be made therein, and at each regular session of ^ the 
R. W.G. Lodge, shall exemplify the same for the instruction 
and guidance of the members. He shall prepare and furnish 
to the R.W.G.lBecretary the quarterly and annual pass-words, 
so that they may be promptly circulated throughout the 
bounds of tin «ntire Order. 

Sbctiok 3. In case of the removal of the R.W.G. Templar 
from office, or of his death, realgnttion, or inabilitv to dis. 
charge the powers and duties of the said office, the same 
shall devolve on the R. W. G. Counselor; for therunexpired 
term : and in 4;ase of the death, removal, resignation or in. 
ability of bot^ the R»W. G: Templar and R. W.G.lDounselor, 
the duties of the office sliall devolve upon the R. W. G. Vice 
Templar, and incase of the inability or unwillingness of 
the last named officer to serve, t^e duties of the office shall

ARTICLE V.

Sectiok 1. The R. W. G. Counselor shall support tiie R

Slie 
shall have special charge of the door, and in the absence of 
the R.W.G, Templar and R.W.G. Counselor, 8he shall preside, 
and, in case of vacancy in both of these offices, slie shall per- 
form the duties of R.W. G. Templar, as provided in section 
3, article 4. 

' ARTICLE VII. 

DUTIES OF THE RIGHT WORTHY GRAND SECRETARY. 

Section 1. The R. W. G. Secretary shall make a just and 
true record of all the proceedings of the Lodge in a book 
provided for that purpose; keep the journal of all secret 
sessions, and all other records pertaining to the work of the 
Order : summon Ihe members to attend special meetings : 
keep accounts between the R. W. G, Lodge and the Worthy 
Grand ^nd all Grand and Subordinate Lodges under its im- 
mediate jurisdiction, and all persons doing business with 
the Lodge: receive all moneys belonging to the Lodge, and 
transmit the same, or proper vouchers therefor, to the R. W. 
G. Treasurer without delay, taking his receipt for the same: 
carry on under the direction of the Lodge, the Executive 
Committee or the R.W. G. Templar, its correspondence, and 
transact such business of the Lodge appertaining to his of- 
fice as may be required of him. Before his installation, he 
shall execute to the Loege a bond, with two suretiejj, in such , 
sums as may from time.to time be fixed, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of the duties of his ofllce, and the sur- 
render to his successor of all property of the Lodge. All 
communications transmitted or received by him officially 
shall be laid before the Lodge, whenever called for. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

duties of THE RIGHT WORTHY GRAND TREASURER. 

Section 1. The Rt^ht Worthy Grand Treasurer shall 
keep the moneys and all the evidences of debt, choses in ac- 
tion, deeds, etc., of the Lodge, and pay all orders drawn on 
him by the RW.G.Templar, attested by theR.W.G.Secretary. 
He shall lay before the Lodge at regular sessions a full and

correct statement of his accounts. Before his installation 
he shall give- a bond, with two sureties, to the Lodge, in 
such sum as may from time to time be fixed, conditioned for 
the faithful discharge ot the duties of his office.

The Right Worthy Grand Deputy Marshal 
shall perform such duties as appertain to that office. 

Section 4. The Right Worthy Grand Guards shall per- 
form such duties as are required of them by the laws and 
usages of the Order. 

Section 5. The Chief Superintendent of Juvenile Tem- 
ples shall have general supervision and control over the Ju- 
venile Order connected with this R.W.G.Lodge, and, with the 
consent of the Executive Committee, may receive applica- 
tions and grant Charters, and do whatever else may be 
deemed best for the advancement of the general interests and 
prosperity of that branch of the Order. 

Section 6. The Executive Committee shall perform such 
duties as shall be assigned them by the R.W. G. Lodge. Dur- 
ing the recess of the Lodge, they shall exercise the powers 
of that body, but all their acts shall be subject to be set 
aside or revised by the R. W. G. Lodjje. 

ARTICLE X.

Section 1. Representatives shall be chosen by the sev- 
eral Grand and Worthy Grand Lodges, in such manner as

The basis of repre^ntation shall be as foU 
lows, viz: Erery Grand XiOdge having under its jurisdiction 
less than one thousand members, one representative; one 
thousi^nd to five.tbcmsand/.two r^rese^itatirespfive thous- 
and to ten thousand/three repreaentatljr:es;'ten thousand to 
twenty-flve thousand, four representatives; from twenty-five 
thousand to fifty thousand, five represen^ives, and for fifty 
thousand, six representatives, and one additional represen- 
tative for eveiy additioiuU twenty^five tliousand : Pramded^ 
That in cases where W. G. Lodges exist, the basis of repre- 
sentation shall be as follows : Every Grand Lodge under the 
jurisdiction of a W. G. Lodge having less than one thousand 
^embers, one representative ; one thousand to ten thousand, 
Irwo representatives ; ten thousand to twenty-five thousand, 
three representatives; twenty-five thousand to fifty thousand 
four repr^ientatives; and for every additional twenty-fire 
thousand, one additional representative. And every W. G. 
Loc^e shall be entitled to one representative for each Grand 
Lodge under its jurisdiction. 

Sbction 8. A Representative must be a member of a 
Subordinate Lodge in good standing, and be in possession 
of the Grand Lodge Degree ; he n^ust reside in the terri- 
torial limits of the Grand or Worthy Grand Lodge he rep- 
resents. ' Ko Representative shall^represent more than one 
Grand or -Worthy Grand Lodge at the same time. 

Section 4. - Representatives shall be furnished by the 
body they represent with such Certificates as shall be re- 
quired by law. 

Sections. In case of contested elections, this Lodge 
shall determine to whom the contested seat belongs. 

ARTICLE XL 

trials and offences. 

Section 1. This lodge shall hare the power, a majority 
consenting thereto, to impeach and try any of its officers or 
members ; and, with the concurrence of two-thirds of the 
votes cast, to expel from ofilce, or from membership therein, 
any officer or member so impeached and tried.

Section 2. During the trial of any impeachment, the 
officer or member shall be debarred from the exercise of his 
office or the priyilege of his membership, but may be heard 
in his own defense. 

Section 8. Suspension, expulsion, or withdrawal, except 
by clearance card, from the Subordlnate*Lodge, to which 
an officer or member of this Lodge h^tkniBhMyfpsofaet& 
work a suspension from office or.membership in this Lodge, 
and the vacancy created shall be filled in the manner herein 
before provided for in Articles IV. and X., and Sections 8 
andl. 

. Section 4. Should charges be made affainsi any of the 
elective officers during the recess of this K. W. G. Lodge, it 
shall be competent for the Executive Committee to hear and 
consider the same, and if the charges are of such a char- 
acter, as in the esiimation of two-Uiirds of the Committee 
to warrant it, they may depose from office the person found 
guilty. 

Vacancies in the office of R. W. G. Templar and R.W. G. 
Counselor, will be filled in the manner prescribed by the 
Constitntion as above stated. 

Should vacancies occur in the officfes of the R. W. G. Vice 
Templar, R. W. G. Secretary, R. W. G. Treasurer, or G. S. of 
Juvenile Temples by deposement or otherwise, they shall be 
filled bv the Executive Committee. 

Should a vacancy occur in the office of P. R. W. G: Temp- 
lar, thcposition shall be filled by the next preceding P. R. 
W. G. T. in good standing in the Order. 

ARTICLE XII. 

SESSIONS OP BIGHT WORTHY GRAND LODGE. 

Section 1. This Lodge shall meet, on its own adjourn, 
ment, at such Ume and place as may from time to time, be 
designated. It may also meet specially, on the call of the 
R W. G. Templar, with the consent of the Executive Com- 
mittee, or on the call of the Committee, of which three 
months' notice shall be given to the Representatives of the 
several Grand and Worthy Grand Lodges, communicating 
to them the purpose for which the special meeting is called, 
and in no case shall any business be transacted at a special 
meeting, unless notice thereof has been given, as above 
stated.

ARTICLE XIII. 

QUORUM, PROCEEDINGS AND VOTING. 

Section 1. Representatives from one-fifth of the Grand 
Lodges or from one-sixth of the Grand, and any number of 
Worthy Grand Lodges shall be necessary to form a quorum 
for the transaction of business, but a smaller number may 
a<3journ from day to day, and may receive and act upon the 
credentials of new members, except in contested elections. 

Section 2. This Lodge shall bo. the judge of the certif- 
icates, or the returns and qualifications of its members. 

Section 3. It may determine the rule of its proceedings, 
and from time to time adopt such rules of order as it may 
see fit. 

Section 4. A journal of its proceedings shall be kept, 
and published at the close of each regular session, except 
such proceedings as shall be ordered preserved in the se- 
cret records. 

Section 5. Voting for oflicers shall be by ballot, and 
should there be more than two candidates for the same 
oflice, after the second ballot, the candidate on each subse- 
quent ballot having the lowest number of votes, shall be 
dropped until an election is made. One or more represen- 
tatives from any Grand or Worthy Grand Lodge may cast 
its full vote in all ballotings : provided^ that no representative 
shall ever cast more than ten votes on any one ballot. 

Section 6. All other voting shall be by the usual sign of 
the Order, or by yeas and nays as the Lodge may require. 
The yeas and nays may be taken as provided in Section 5, 
Article 3, and when taken shall be entered upon the journal. 

ARTICLE XIV. 
revenue op the right worthy grand lodge. 

Section 1. The revenues of this Lodge shall be as fol- 
lows, viz. : Charter fee for Worthy Grand Lodges, $25; for 
Grand Lodges, $15; and for Subordinate Lodges working 
under its immediate jurisdiction, $8; including Rituals and 
Cards in each case. 

Section 2. Thirty dollars per annum from each Grand 
and Worthy Grand Lodge, for each vote they shall be enti- 
tled to in the R. W. G. Lodge, and from Subordinate Lodges 
working under its immediate j'urisdiction, ten per cent, of 
their receipts payable quarterly. 
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Section 3. Proceeds of the sales of Rituals, Charters, 
Clearance and Traveling Card8,'^and other supplies. 

ARTICLE XV. 

NOMINATION AND ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Section 1. To be an officer of this Lodge, one nominated 
must have received the Grand Lodge Degree and be a mem- 
ber in good standing of a Subordinate Lodge. . The nomi- 
nation for each office shall be immediately succeeded by 
the election for the same, and before nominations and elec- 
tion for the next office. 

Section 2. An election for officers shall take place at 
each regular session of the R. W. G. Lodge. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

pledge. 

All persons becoming members of the Order shall be re- 
quired to subscribe to the following pledge, viz. : That they 
will never make, buy, sell, use, furnish, nor cause to be 
furnished to others, as a beverage, any spirituous or malt 
liquors, wine or cider, and will discountenance the manu- 
facture and sale thereof in all proper ways. 

ARTICLE XVII. 

SALARIES, EXPENSES AND MILEAGE. 

Section 1. The compensation for the services of the R. 
W. G. Templar, R. W. G. Secretary, and Chief Superinten- 
dent of Juvenile Temples, shall be such as may be deter- 
mined upon at the regular sessions of this Lodge. 

Section 2. The expenses of the Executive Committee in 
attending Executive and R. W. G. Lodge sessions shall be 
defrayed from the Treasury. 

Section 3. The appropriations for mileage and expenses of 
Representatives, shall be made by vote of this R.W. G. Lodge. 
The amount appropriated to the Representatives of any 
Grand or Worthy Grand Lodge, not to exceed the tax paid 
by such Grand or Worthy Grand Lodge, and no money 
shall be drawn from the Treasury of the R.W. G. Lodge for 
mileage or for expenses of attending the session by the 
Representative of any Grand or Worthy Grand Lodge that 
is indebted for tax or supplies. 
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ARTICLE XVni. 

BY-LAWS OP BIGHT WOBTHY GBAND LODGE. 

Section 1. By-Laws in conformity with this Constitu- 
tion may be made which shali not be altered or amended, 
unless such amendment shall be proposed at a regular ses- 
sion, and acted upon at the same session, but not on the day 
in which it U offered, and adopted by two-thirds of the 
votes given. 

ARTICLE XIX. 

CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 

Section 1. This Constitution shall not be altered or 
amended,.except a proposition therefor be made in writing, 
signed by one or more Represeotatives from three different 
Grand or Worthy Grand Lodges, and entered upon the 
journal at a regular session. At the next regular session 
after being offered, such proposition shtll be considered, 
and shall be subject to amendment, alteration, or postpone- 
ment by a majority vote of the Representatives present ; 
and upon its final passage, if a^^eed to by a two-thirds vote, 
on a call of the yeas ana navs, such proposition or amend- 
ment thereto, shall become a part of this Constitution. 
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Article 1. Upon the petition o§ seven members of llie 
i. rder, or seven respectable persons in any town or place, 
praying for a charter to open a Subordinate Lodge in any lo- 
cality not within the Territory of an existing Worthy Grartd 
or Grand Lodge, this Lodge may grant the same. Each 
Subordinate Lodge receiving a Charter from this Lodge, 
shall be opened by a member regularly deputized therefor 
by the li. W.G. Templar, who shall deliver to such Lodge the 
Charter, Rituals, etc., and shall, at the opening thereof, give 
the necessary instructions. 

Art. 2. Subordinate Lodges, working under the imme- 
diate jurisdiction of this R.W.G. Lodge, shall transmit to the 
R.W.G. Secretary quarterly reports, containing the same in- 
formation as is required "from Grand and Worthy Grand 
Lodges, by article 7, of these By-Laws. The report shall bo 
accompanied by the dues in current money or exchange on 
New York. 

Art. 3. Ten or more Subordinate Lodges located in any 
empire, kingdom, state or country, where a Grand Lod^e 
has not been established, may petition this Lodge in writ- 
ing, praying for. a Charter for a Grand Lodge, which, if ap- 
proved, shall be granted, and such Grand Lodge shall be 
opened by the R. W. G. Templar, or by some qualified person 
who shall be deputized for that purpose. 

Art. 4. Upon the petition of Grand Lodges or the Ex- 
ecutives thereof, as provided in the Constitution, in any 
empire, kingdom, or country, praying for a Charter for a 
Worthy Grand Lodge, such Charter may be granted, if ap- 
proved by this Lodge, or by the Executive Committee dur- 
ing the recess of the Lodge, and such Worthy Grand Lodge 
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shall be instituted by the R. W. G. Templar in person, or if 
he cannot attend, then by some one authorized by him, 
for the purpose : provided^ that no Wortliy Grand Lodge shall 
be chartered in any empire, kingdom, or country containing 
less than five Grand Lodges, except as provided in article 1, 
of the K. W. G. Lodge Consiitution. 

Art. 5. Applications for Worthy Grand, Grand or Sub- 
ordinate Lodge Charter shall be accompanied by the fee for 
the same, which shall be returned if the Charter is not 
granted. 

AiiT. 6. The Constitution and 13y-Laws of each AVorthy 
Grand Lodge, and the By-Laws of eacli Grand and Subor- 
dinate Lodge chartered by the R. W. G Lodge, immediately 
upon their adoption, shall be forwarded to the R. W. G. Tem- 
plar for approval. 

Art. 7. Annual returns shall be made by each Grand 
Lodge connected with the Order — returns from Grand 
Lodges under the jurisdiction of Worthy Grand Lodges 
shall be made through the oflicers of such W. G. Lodges— 
in which they shall give the names of Grand officers ; and 1st, 
number of Lodges and members last report; 2nd, number 
Lodges instituted; 3rd, number of members initiated; 4th, 
number admitted by card; 5lh, number retired on clearance 
cards; 6th, number withdrawn from the Order; 7th, num- 
ber suspended ; 8lh, number reinstated ; 9th, number expell- 
ed; lOth, number of deaths; 11th, number in good standing; 
12th, number ot Charters surrendered or taken away. Said 
returns shall be made to the R. W. G. Secretary, for the year 
ending on the last day of January in each year, and shall be 
forwarded as soon thereafter as convenient, and shall be ac- 
companied with the dues thereon, in money current or ex- 
change on New York. No Grand or Worthy Grand Lodge 
shall be entitled to representation in any session of the R. W. 
O. Lodge, unless the returns required by this Bj'-Law have 
been made, and all dues paid in full and accounts for sup- 
plies settled by cash. 

Art. 8. No person shall, at the same time, hold mem- 
bership in more than one Grand, Worthy Grand or Sub- 
ordinate Lodge, nor shall any Lodge initiate a person who 
has been elected a member of a sister Lodge, without the 
•consent of such Lodge. 

Art. 9. At each regular session of the R. W. G. Lodge 
provision shall be made for publishing a suitable number of 
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the journal of proceedings of the session. One copy shall 
be mailed to each Representative and member present at the 
session, and to the G.W. C. T's. and G.W. S's. of each Grand 
and AV. G. Lod^^e connected with the Order. Grand Lodges 
can be supplied Avith whatever number of Journals they 
may desire, at cost price, and any member of the Order can 
be supplied with a cop3r on application to the G. W. S. of his 
Grand Lodge, and paying therefor the price fixed by his 
Grand Lodge. 

Art. 10. It shall be the duty of the K. W. G. Secretary, 
on the first day of the regular sessions of this R. W. G. 
Lodge to make a full and complete written report of the 
receipts and expenditures of the Lodge, with all the facts 
showing the financial condition of the Lodge, including a 
balance sheet. He shall also present a synopsis of the re- 
turns received from the various Grand and Worthy Grand 
and Subordinate Lodges under the immediate jurisdiction 
of thisR.W. G. Lodge, together with a full statement of 
all his official acts and doings. 

Art. 11. Immediately upon the receipt of funds belong- 
ing to the R. W. G. Lodge, the R. W. G. Treasurer shall 
deposit the same in some safe and responsible bank, to his 
credit oflicially, to be drawn theretrom only upon his check 
officially signed, in payment of an order duly signed by 
the R. W. G. Templar and countersigned by the R. W. G. 
Secretary, issued in payment of some legitimate claim 
against the Lodge, duly audited by the R. W. G. Templar 
or the Executive Committee, by virtue of authority con- 
ferred by this body, or by direction of the R. W. G. Lodge. 

Art. 12. On the first Monday in each month the R. 
W. G. Secretary and the R. W. G. Treasurer shall forward 
to the R. W. G. Templar a statement showing the condi- 
tion of the finances of the Lodge, as shown by the records 
of their respective offices ; the statement of the Secretary to 
show the date and amount of all remittances made to and 
all orders drawn upon the Treasurer during the preceding 
month, and showing the balance that should be in the hands 
ot the Treasurer at the date of the statement, provided all 
the remittances have been received and all orders paid ; and 
the statement of the Treasurer shall show the amount of all 
remittances received from the Secretary, aud the amount of 
all orders paid during the preceding month, and the amount 
of the balance in his hands at the date of the statement. 
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Art. 13. At least three months before tlie regular ses- 
sions of the R. W. G. Lodge the 11. W. G. Templar shall 
appoint two experienced and competent members of this 
body as Auditors, whose duty it shall be to meet in the 
city where the session is to be held at least two days pre- 
vious to the session, then and there to make a thorough 
and careful examination of the books and accounts of 
the R. W. G. Secretary and R. W. G. Treasurer, and of 
the financial affairs of the Lodge generally. They shall re- 
port the results of their investigations with such sugges- 
tions as they shall deem proper. It shall be the duty of the 
R.W. G. Secretary and R. VV. G. Treasurer to be present with 
their books and papers at the time and place notified by the 
Auditors . The R. W. G. Treasurer shall place in the hands 
of the Auditors, in connection with his report to this body, 
his bank book and returned checks, and the R. W. G. Tem- 
plar shall place in their hands the monthly statements re- 
ceived from the R. W. G Secretary and R. W. G. Treasurer. 

Art. 14. The fiscal year of this R. W. G. Lodge com- 
mences on the first day of May in each year. 

Art. 15. Tlie Charters of all Subordinate Lodges im- 
mediately under the jurisdiction of this Lodge, which fail 
to make returns for one year shall be forfeited. 

Art. 1(5. Regalia, (f/) Form.— The Regalia of this Order 
shall b3 collars, about twenty-two laches in length, maxi- 
mum, about sixteen inches, minimum; narrow at the neck, 
and wide at the bottom, with outer corner rounded off. 

Colors, (h) Subordinate Lodge. — For members, white; 
for officers, scarlet, with lace or fringe, or both. All Depu- 
ties, purple. The Grand Lodge Degree shall be scarlet. 
Officers and members of theWorthy Grand and RightWorthy 
Grand Lodge, scarlet, with a small purple collar or band 
attached . 

Rosettes, (c).— The Rosettes of this Order shall be 
white ground, blue and scarlet center, with yellow star or 
button . 

Emblems . (rf).— Official Emblems, in all branches of the 
Order, shall be a gilt wreath, enclosing silver letters, on 
blue or purple ground, designating the official title of the 
wearer, worn on the left breast. Representatives may wear 
the number of their Lodge, or the abbreviated name of the 
state or country from which they are sent, on the right 
breast. It shall be discretionary to use the emblems or not. 
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Trimmings, (e). — Initiatory, or Subordinate Degree re- 
galia, require n© other than rosettes; but if trimmings are 
desired, they should be white or silver, and for officers of 
Subordinate Lodges, either gilt or silver. 

For officers of Grand Lodge, Worthy Grand Lodge, Right 
Worthy Grand Lodge, and all Deputies* Regalia, gilt trim- 
ming should be used. 

The quality and amount of trimming shall be left to the 
taste or option of Lodges or members. All members shall 
be enitled to wear, in any meeting of the Order, the regalia 
of the highest degree or position to which they have at- 
tained. 
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1. The R. W. <>. Lodge shall meet at — o'clock A. M. and adjourn at — 
o'clock. 

2. The R. W. O. Templar shall take the chair and call the Lodge to order 
at the time to which it stands adjourned.

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L The R. W. G. Templar shall decide all questions of order subject to 
an appeal to the Lodge. 

2. The R. "W. G. Templar shall appoint all committees, unless otherwise 
directed hy the body. 

3. No member shall speak on any question until first seconded and stated 
by the chair. 

4. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, nor 
more than ten minutes, without special leave from the body. 

5. No member shall be absent from the session of the R. W. G. Lodge 
without permission of the body or of the R. W. G. Templar. 

6. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and be taken without 
debate. 
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
